INTERNATIONAL  YOUTH  CORPS 
Seoul ,   Korea 

On  August  11,  a  group  of  enthusiastic 
young  people  gathered  at  Los  Angeles 
International  Airport  to  board  a  flight 
to  Seoul,  Korea.  Among  them  were 
five  CBC  students:  Carmen  Kelley, 
Gaylene  Novak,  Mike  Tuttle,  Brenda 
Burgus  and  Suson  Fennell.  Their  ad- 
venture, consisting  of  two  weeks  of 
personal  evangelism,  a  prayer  re- 
treat, and  street  work,  brought  them 
in  direct  contact  with  Korea's  souls.
